taini-d, the fact of its being slick or worn 
smooth doesn't count; it is good, lawful 
niniK-y, is a legal tender, and no good 
citizen who respects tht- law should re- 
fuse- it. 


Are "slick" silver coins good money 


anil legal tender? Yes. 
Is the objection 


that they are worn smooth a legal objec- 
tion to accepting them? Xo. Do shop- 
keepers who refuse them offend the law? 
YOB. for ignorance of the law is no cx- 
cuso is a well known legal maxim. 


The idea of these shopkeepers that the 


dime or quarter worn smooth is no good 
is just contrary to the decision of four 
courts—the jury court, the supreme court 
and the court of'errors and appeals of 
the ftnte ot New Jersey and later the 
supreme court of the United States. 


A conductor on n street railway in Jer- 


sey City one fine day. \vhen walking was 
good, refused a silver dime tendered him 
hy a passenger because it was smooth. 
The passenger declined to produce any 
•other money nt the request of the con- 
ductor, who thereupon ejected him from 
the car. 
The man brought n suit for 


damages, find it cost the railway- coin- 
puny $5,000 to learn that one cauuot re- 
fuse the lawful inuney of the United 
States and treat it with contempt because 
it isn't ns young and fresh as it used to 
bo. 


The railway company took the ease up 


to the United States supreme court, and 
in every court it wns beaten. 


This is n fact which is also gnod law, 


and it may well be borne in mind by 
those who are subjected to the petty an- 
noyances of people who from ovrrcnu- 
tlon reject perfectly good money. There 
is no limitation put on the time wlu»n 
silver coin ceases to be coin—that is. 
loses its h-gnl tender character. 
The 


statutes plr.f-e an express limitation ou 
the legal tender character of golil coin— 
loss of weight hy abrasion affects those— 
hut that limitation does not extend to sil- 
ver coin, nnd thu provision of tin; statntos 
is that silver coin shall hi- lawful tender 
BO long ns it remains lawful money of 
the country. 


The opinion published by Chief Jus- 


tice Puller of the Hiiprumu court in the 
"slick" clime cnse: "This particntnrity tn 
the limitation nnd allowance as to gold 
coins is not found in the case of natural 
nhrnsion in silver coins. This difference 
la very noticeable and important in a 
question of statutory and legislative in- 
tention. It sepms hy tin-so statutes that 
so long as a genuine silver coin is worn 
only by natural abrasion, is not appreci- 
ably diminished in weight and retains 
the appearanre of a co'n duly issued 
from the mint it is a legal tender for its 
original value." 


Now, f.s everybody knows, a silver coin 


can go through a frightful amount of 
hard usage, even to being run over by the 
wheels of a heavy freight train, and still 
unmistakably present the appearance of 
a coin which was issued from the mint. 
So this opinion is fiirreachitig. 
This de- 


cision wns, as hns been said, on the 
smooth dime case, but it applies to all 
silver coins and to smooth nickels nnd 
cents. So long as the coin is distinguish- 
able ns n genuine United States coin am! 
It "denom'insition can be ascertained, the 
fact that it hns been worn smooth hy 
passing from hand to hand or by any 
accident does not take from its purchas- 
ing power. 
Every good citizen who r*- 


Bpects tho luw will accept it. 


But suppose n conductor hands hack 


a plugged nickel or even a nickel with 
a hole in it, saying. "You can't ride on 
that." wlmt would yon do? Ten chances 
to one you would accept his ignorant 
dictnm and hunt for another coin or give 
him a hill to change. Rut the truth is 
that he would be exceeding his rights. 
There is not n word in the law about 
mutilated coinage which includes nickels 
or cents. The law expressly forbids tbo 
lightening or mutilating of gold and sil- 
ver coins, lint does not mention any other 
coins. The section of the United States 
revised statutes which covers this point 
says: "Kvcry person who fraudulently, 
by any wny, art or means, defaces, mu- 
tiliilos, 
impairs, 
diminishes, 
falsifies 


ficales or HghtriiK the gold or silver coins 
which hnvo been made or hereafter shall 
\>c mado at tho mints of the United 
Suites, shall he imprisoned not moru than 
two yours und 
lined 
not more than 


$2,000." 


Not n word about pennies or nickels, so 


the inilividniil who gets by mistake n 
handful of plugged or battered nickt-U 
•ml pennies in his pocket need feel nn 
prii'klings of conscience when ho in turn 
tries to pass them. They are lawful ton- 
del- and, more than that, thf shopkeeper 
who expone-1 wares for sale is compelled 
hy law to nco-pt them. If he is captions 
ulioiit it, ho can quickly be brought, to 
reason by quoting luw on the subject.—

When the inspections 
were held, Mr. Thompson ordered a clerk 
in charge of the money order department 
to place remittances received that day. 
which would not have to be accounted 
for until the following day, sufficient to 
cover fae amount of his receipt, which 
was then withdrawn until after the in- 
spection. This was .kept up until April, 
when the special agents unexpectedly 
discovered the receipt, which Mr. Thomp- 
sson then paid. 
He also admits that 


Charles F. W. Xeely. late financial agent 
of posts at Havana, indorsed a bill for 
§350. which Thompson discounted at the 
North American Trust. Thompson ad 
mits other irregularities in connection 
with his department. 


It is asserted by lawyers? that on Mr. 


Thompson's statement he is liable to ar- 
rest for embezzlement according to the 
provisions of the postal law,' which are 
very explicit. 
Much sympathy is ex- 


pressed for him, however, as it is felt 
that nothinc would ever have been heard 
regarding the action to which he has con- 
fessed had not the present investigation 
growing out of the general postal frauds 
brought the matter to light. His friends 
are positive that the money would have 
been repaid, the memorandum receipt 
taken up and the incident thus closed. As 
the affair stands now Mr. Thompson^ 
career iu the postal service must necessa- 
rily cease.

Th* Performance* Are Intermittent and 


Not Open to the Public—In Dre«s, Dia- 
logue and "Biuiutuu0 Speetitton Are 
More Interesting Tuna Acton. 


The* theater in question is in Paris, and 


its name is the Theatre de- rtEuvre. lie- 
fore coming to tbu features of this institu- 
tion which more especially euncern us 
hero a word must be said ae to its nature, 
Since the disappearance of tlie famous 
Theatre Libre the Theatre de l'(Kuvre is 
the most important of what iho Parisians 
twn> the theatre a coto of tho Irregular 
theaters—that is, whosu performances nro 
intermittent and not open to the general 
public by payment at the doors, but to 
subscribers and—deadheads. The counter- 
part of these theaters in London is tho In- j 
dejiendeni theater. It must not be sup- 
posed from what follows that the Theatre 
de 1'CEuvre is a more or leas fantastic in- 
stitution without claim to be taken seri- 
ously. On the contrary, it has played an 
Important pan in recent French dramatic 
history.. An account of the pieces it has 
produced and of the authors it has brought 
into notice, would be most interesting and 
instructive; but is beyond our purpose, 
which is to deal with certain side charac- 
' terisnics of the performances M. Lugne- 
Poe lias now been giving for several years. 


At the Theatre de 1'CEnvre it is to some 


extent a matter of indifference whether 
the piece be good or bad, whether it inter- 
ests or bores you. Indeed it is some of 
the. worst plays that have procured the 
spectators the most amusement. 
The 


reason is that, whatever is passing on the 
stage, there is always an immense amount 
of entertainment to be got out of the audi- 
ence 
j.n no other theater in existence is 


anything to be found at all equivalent to 
the gatherings formed by M. Hugne-Poe's 
subscribes and guests. Of the subscribers 
there is little to be said. They fire people 
of means, and in many'respects are much 
os other theater goers. 5»o doubt, whether 
from conviction or from what the French 
call snobisme, they are curious about many 
things in connection with- the dramatic 
art that are beyond the ken of the average 
Philistine who revels in a Palais Royal 
farce. They have been educated up to 
Ibsen to the extent, at any rate, of sitting 
out his plays, and they are alive to the 
portentous necessity of regenerating the 
drama. Still, if left to themselves the ap- 
pearance they would present would merely 
be that of an ordinary well dressed crowd, 
and they would keep -within bounds their 
demonstrations of satisfaction or discon- 
tent with the fare set before them. 


It is the guesta of Mt. Lugne-Poe that 


maka an audience at* the Theatre de 
1'CEuvre one of the most "picturesque and 
liveliest gatherings imaginable. Admis- 
sion is accorded in the most generous man- 
ner. 
If seats are not forthcoming, stand- 


ing room is seldom refused, provided the 
applicant can make out even a shadowy 
claim to be interested in "advanced'1 
drama. In consequence the young writers 
and fledgeling artists of Paris are present 
by the score. And they are 'good to look 
at and good to listen to. 
Genius in 


France, when very young, would consider 
itself wanting in self respect if it did not 
cultivate a distinctive''get up." There- 
suits of this striving after outward in- 
dividuality are fearful and wonderful. The 
hair, the bat and the tie are the matters 
that receive most attention, but frock 
coats reaching down to the ankles are in 
high favor with the privileged few who 
can afford them, corduroy trousers of the 
pegtop order of design are greatly affected 
by the artists, and there is always an an- 
archist present—very often M. Jean Grave 
in person—in a flaming red jersey. The 
anarchists, tos—anarchism is the fashion- 
able opinion of the moment—have recent- 
ly adopted a new model of hat. In shape 
It resembles the ordinary straw hat, but n 
is made of moderately hard felt* and its 
color is black. The slouch "brigand" hat 
has ceased to be esteemed. Its place has 
been taken by another "soft felt" as near- 
ly round as possible and not unlike a bar- 
ber's bowl •completed by a turned up rim. 
This description of calotte is worn with- 
out the usual adornment of a, ribbon, and 
to be a success it should bo as old and 
weather worn as possible, and dented in 
artistically haphazard fashion. Top hats 
are admissible if they aro in antediluvian 
shade, and nre considered particularly sat- 
isfactory when they aro abnormally high 
in the crown and are finished off by a very 
broad, flat brim. But the greater glory of 
those intellectual young men is their hair. 
Words fail to do justice to the manifold 
arrangement of their locks. Length, of 
course, is a primary, consideration, but 
while some of the hirsute sport carefully 
tended curls others go disheveled, and yet 
others seem to have taken refuge in a wig. 
The advisability of having a beard is re- 
sponsible for strange sights in the shape 
of curious developments of fluff aud thin, 
straggling growths on chins scarcely old 
enough for the razor. 


These quaint persons rejoice in exceed- 


ingly sturdy convictions. They are tre- 
mendously in earnest. At the slightest 
pretiest afforded by what is said on the 
stage they break out into a storm of ap- 
plause or howls of indignation, as the caso 
may be. As their opinions aro almost as 
varied as the cut of their garments, ap- 
plause and cat calling arc always going on 
at the same time. The different "schools" 
group themselves so as to give greater 
force to their demonstrations. By a sort 
of tinwritten convention the anarchists 
have acquired a right to the gallery. In 
the orchestra — there is no band—for- 
gather as a rule the friends of the author. 
In one corner aro to bo found nothing but 
"symbolist" poets, in another the "na- 
tnrists" stand elbow to elbow. These an- 
tagonist groups have only one feeling in 
common—their contempt for the Philis- 
tine. If the more bourgcoiso section of 
the audience shows the least disposition to 
find a scene a trifle too audacious or really 
too incomprehensible—and such scenes 
crop up nt the Theatre do 1'CEuvre—all 
Bohemia is in a ferment and screeches iof 
execration bring the offenders to their 
senses or nt least reduce them to silence. 
Tho one unpardonable crime is to laugh 
at what yon listen to. Everything must 
1* taken seriously.—Poll Mall Gazette.

FIRST METHODIST SERMON. 


Preached by Joliu Wesley Over s Century 


and a Half Ago.

Ic-y preached tho first Methodist srrmun 
ever preached on this continent," writes 
the Ke-v. \Y. J. Scott, D. IX, in Tho l-i- 
dles' Home Journal. "It was delivered 
not far from the site of the present C'iiri.<t 
church. Savannah, of which lie subse- 
quently was the third reef >t, and was ad- 
dressed to a mixed assemblage. His con- 
gregation hardly exceeded 400 persons, in- 
cluding children and adults, re enforced, 
however, by 1UO or more of the neighbor- 
ing Indians. 
Wesley discussed in a most 


eloquent manner the principles of Chris- 
tian-charity as argued by St. Paul in the 
thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians! 
He made n powerful appeal, and many of 
his audience were in wars. 
"While he was 


not so impetuous in his delivery as in aft- 
er years, his abilities at that time bespoke 
the great preacher and reformer. 


"If ho was more scholastic in style than 


in after years, tho fervor and force of his 
appeals were none the less felt by his hear-, 
ers. Especially was this strikingly true 
when in the course of his discourse he ad- 
verted to tho death of his father, who for 
40 years or more liad been the incumbent 
of the Epworth rectory. This venerable 
lonn was asked not long before bis death, 
'Are tho consolations of God small with 
yon?' 'No, no, no!'he exclaimed, wltb'up- 
.lifted hands. And then, continued Wesley, 
calling all that were near him by their 
names, the.-dying patriarch said: "Think 
ofjlieaven, talk of heaven. All tiineas lost 
wlieji."\ve aro'^ou thinking of heaven!' 
This was spoken by Wesley in a tremulous 
voice, and his new parishioners at Savan- 
nah were for the instant almost swept off 
their feet by a tidal wave of religious en- 
thusiasm. Tradition has it that; several 
Indians who were present became so great- 
ly excited, not only by Mr. Wesley's im- 
passioned oratory—though they did not 
understand a. word he said—but by his 
gestures, that one old warrior -nervously 
clutched his tomahawk, fearing an out- 
break in tho strangely moved audience."

When Do Lcsseps was in Egypt; as presi-

Syrians from Nazareth, all Christians'. 
The Kaznrenes begged him to do some- 
thing to get them free. De Lcsseps set 
about procuring their release. 
As Me- 


hemet AH, the viceroy, had' reasons for 
wishing to stand well with the French, he 
told De Lesseps that he would quietly pro- 
cure the liberation of five prisoners a week 
until they were all free, but presently Di 
Lesseps' doors were besieged by tho rela- 
tives and friends of tlie remaining prison- 
ers. The Frenchman was so nearly torn 
to pieces by those importunate people that 
he purposely had one of his suits of clothes 
literally torn into tatters, and on the ne^t 
occasion, when he was to seo tbe viceroy, 
he wore it. 


Mehcmet was astonished at such an ex- 


traordinary costume. "What has happened 
to you, M. le Frnncais?" the viceroy asked. 
"Oh, your highness," answered Da Les- 
sons, "no one but yourself has put me into 
this plight, for in ordering that those Kuz- 
arenes should be set free at the rate of Ihe 
a week you have left me the prey of the 
families of those who remain in tbe gal- 
loys! They are tearing mo to piencs, and 
so it will be as long ns any .are left. There 
were 412. Your highness, by computing, 
can sec how long! must go in rags!" The. 
viceroy, after laughing at so extraordinary 
a piece of diplomacy, ordered that all tbp 
prisoners from Xuzureth should be liber- 
ated at once.—San Francisco Argonaut.

about tho times they lived in, instead of 
the times that had gone by long before they 
weru born—wo get authentic records of 
giants. In Augustus* time, for instance, 
there were, according to the authority of 
Valerius, two giants in Rome who were 
over 10 feet high. Their names were Idusis 
and ^ecundilla, and they were keepers of 
the gates of the gardens of Sallust. Then 
again wo havo a record in Pliny of one 
Polydamus, the son of Nicas. who was 
over H feet high and whoso strength ri- 
valled that of Hercules himself. Poly- 
damns used, in fact, to boast his superior- 
ity to that, Romnn deity and perform his 
special tricks. For example, ho once slew 
a lion with n blow of his fist and scattered 
its brains abonc the arena Ho could witn 
his hand stop tho swiftest chariot dead, 
and ou one occncum seized n bull hy the 
hoof in order to awry it away, hut the 
animal struggled so violently that the 
hoof wns left in his hand. In tho end he 
was killed by the falling In of a cave. ! 
When bis companions noticed that the 
roof was falling, they left, but Polydiimus j 
was so vain about his strength that ho 
thought ho could not bo killed. So he 
staid and was finally crushed to death. 


Tho Emperor A'itcllius sent to Darius 


by way of a, present a Jew named Eloazcr, 
who was 7 cubits high—that is, reckoning 
the cubit ab 18 inches, 10 feet 0 inches— 
and a piant, who is mentioned hy the his- 
torian Tacitus wns over SI feet. 
I-Jis name 


was Oorbulo, nnd he lived in' Nero's rime 
and was a more than visually skillful'giSn- 
erul nnd soldier, besides being an enor- 
mously strong man. 
An account of tho 


ancient gii-.nts would bo incomplete with- 
out mentioning Maximimis, the imperial 
giant of the third century. The most ex- 
traordinary stories tiro told of this omperor 
of Rome. His height was 8 foot 10 inches, 
he eoultl draw unaided a loaded wagon 
which six oxen could not move, while his 
appetite was so great that his usual rations 
for tho day consisted of 40 pounds of meat 
and n whole iimphoru of wine, besides 
bread nnd dried and fresh fruits. 


Mediaeval giants are plentiful, but;, 


strange to say, tno records of them arc 
not so authentic as those of thu times of 
theempeiors. Funninn, u Scottish giant 
who flourished in 1S27, seems to be thb 
most authentic) of these, but as ho is piit 
down as being over 11 feet high thu state- 
ment should not bo criticised too closely. 
Still n-.oro startling, however, is tho fol- 
lowing, which is vouched for by n nio'h'ns- 
tory full of monks: In 150S) some work- 
men, digging neat Rouen, camo across a 
cave in which wu-o some human bones 
and a copper plate, bearing tho word*, 
"Here lio the remains of the groat arid 
mighty Chevalier Ricon do Vallemont." 
Tho skull was large enough to have held 
a bushel of wheat and tho sMnbono was 
over -1 feet long. It (the bone) was pre- 
served by the above mentioned monks, and 
it was estimated that tho height of the dn- 
funct knight must have exceeded 18 feet. 
A stranger, though somewhat similar, 
legend comes from Ireland, but in this 
CHSC the discoverers thought that they 
would, to use an expression popular 20 or 
30 years ago, go "the whole hog or none." 
Ic happened In UiOS. Home, men were dig- 
ging in Ireland when they caino across a 
briek tomb which contained a human 
skeleton no less than 120 feet lung. But 
there is a "raison d'etre" for all these leg- 
.onds. According to a German proiessor, 
thcsi! bones, which were supposed by ig- 
norant persons to bo those of human br- 
ings, wevo probably those of mastodons or 
some other fossilized remains, which to 
the uninitiated would look exactly lllce 
those of a man.—London Standard.

TO INVESTIGATE SHOOTING OF 


- PHILIPPINO. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—A court of in- 


quiry has been ordered to convene here 
on May 21st, to investigate the circum 
stances of the shooting by Captain Mc- 
Qowan of a Philippine near the United 
States monitor Monadnock, in the har- 
bor of Cebu, on Nov. 21st, 1899. 
The 


court will also look into the failure of 
the captain of the monitor to report 
the occurrence to the commander-in 
chief of the Asiatic squadron. 
The 


facts as they have been reported to the 
navy department are as follows: "While 
the officers were on the deck of the 
warship, a native boat which bad boen 
ordered away was hovering about 
These bouts liad been trying to smuggle 
ram on board the Monadnock, and for 
this reason orders had been given out 
that no unauthorized native boat ehonld 
be allowed to approach the vessel. 
When the boat in question failed to 
make off, it was decided to frighten the 
crew and BO a shot was fired across the 
bow of tbe boat. Unfortunately, the 
shot was so deflected by striking tbe 
water that it went through the body of 
one of the Philippines. Tbe man was 
hauled aboard tbe Momulnock and then 
taken to a shore hospital, where he 
died. Captain McQowan is broken in 
health as a result of his service on the 
monitor and has made application to be 
retired. The application has not been 
granted because the personnel act does 
not saction the retirement of any more 
captains at present.

In the Phil- 
ippine Islands General Corbin says every 
effort is made to keep the soldiers from 
drinking, but they have no difficulty in se- 
curing from the natives a vile stuff called 
"AnisaoV or "Vino," the effect of which 
is to drive men to a crazed condition that. 
as a pathological problem, has occasioned 
much concern amoup army medical peo- 
ple. To meet this condition a canteen was 
established at Manila for [he sale of beer, 
and the beneficial effects therefrom were 
iilmost instantaneous. The vino shops 
were driven out of business, and the vino 
question, so far as our soldiers were con- 
cerned. died a natural death.

Thft Two Earllett Forms of the Bicycle, 


- 
Tfucd Two Hundred Year* Ago. 


Mr. Frank g. Vizetelly tells "The Story 


uf- the Wheel" in" St. Nicholas. Mr: Vi-' 
zetelly says: 


In the year 1690 M. de Sivrac, a French- 


man, llrst hit upon the notion of making 
a vehicle upon two wheels, while its rider 
sat astride a saddle on a wooden beam to 
which two crosspieces were firmly fixed. 
At tbe end of these crosspiccos there were 
wheels, kept In position by a lathlike con- 
necting rod. Tho frame represented some 
animal. This primitive bicycle, known as 
the celerifore, was never fitted with han- 
dle bars and was steered only by the feet of 
the rider, which also had to keep his bal- 
ance. In mounting he had to run along- 
side and vault into the saddle. Once the 
machine had been well set going by a push 
upon the ground with tho feet,,tho man 
upon it would draw them up, bending his 
knees and without further effort could 
travel some distance. 
When the pace 


slackened, the rider had to repeat tha 
pushing and so continue bis journey. 
Much ground was covered iu this way on 
level roads, and especially down hill, in a 
short spaco of time, but it was hard to do 
up bill. 


It has been claimed by some that the 


calcrifere was the invention of another 
Frenchman 
named Blanchard, whom 


Louis XVI once commanded to perform 
bcfo^ro him on thia vehicle in July, 1779. 
Beyond tbe fact that such a performance 
took placo on that and other occasions iu 
public there is nothing «o support this 
claim. In fact, it was not until Blanch- 
ard bad crossed over to England that ht> 
excited interest. Onco there, however, ha 
was favored by tbe Duke of York and be- 
gan to attract attention. Under the fos- 
tering care of royalty tho celerifere, then 
known as the "dandy horse," became pop- 
ular among th'o English, who took to it 
with enthusiasm, but were goon laughed 
out of their fancy by jokers and cartoon- 
ists.

A 
grewsome sight it was, too, with the dim 
figures of the ambulance surgeons lan- 
tt-rns iu hand, working over them, aud • 
tho thick smoke for a background. 


These were bra\t> fellows who had 


dashed in with the lines of bos*-, only to 
bo dragged out afterward by thi/ir com- 
rades, nearly suffocated by the thick, 
stilling feinoku thnt poured in \olunu-s 
from every opening in the Isssemem. 
Over 150 ft-ct of "dund lights," or "rating, 
over the sidewalk had to be broken in that 
night before the cellars were relieved stifli- 
ciently of the smoke with which tlnsy 


charged to allow thu men to go in 
extinguish the flro. This required 


the combined work of the crews of flvo 
hook and ladder companies, who broke 
in thu ironwork with the butt ends of their 
axes—the hardest kind of work. But tho 
newspapers the-following morning merely 
gave this lire a 10 or 13 liuo notice, men- 
tioning tho location aud the estimated 
loss, and adding that "it was a svveio lire 
to subdue." No word of the punishment 
and suffering the men were forced to face 
before this fire was under control; no 
mention of thu dash after dash into the 
cellar with tho heavy line of hose, only to 
be driven back to tbe street liy the smoke, 
or to bo dragged out afterward nearly un- 
coriseious; nor of the thud after thud with 
the heavy axes on the thick iron grating 
that required 20 or 30 blows -before any 
impression could bo mado on it. This was 
muscle straining, lung fcixing work thnt 
the average man has to face only onco in 
a lifetime, but the firemen in a large city 
have it always before them, and each tap 
on tho telegraph may "mean tho signal to 
summon them to a task that requires the 
utmost strength und nerve.

To Make it Mirror. 


In a new process for silvering glass it is 


practicable to givo a fine polish to tho sil- 
ver after it is spread on tho glass. This ia 
accomplished by means of two solutions 
which must be prepared with great care, 
inasmuch as delicacy of treatment is re- 
quired. 
To a silver nitrate solution is 


added, drop by drop, sufficient ammonia 
to rudissolve tho original precipitate, oau- 
tion boinw observed to avoid an excess. 
Afterward enough distilled water is added 
to make tho liquid' moasuro one liter. A 
second solution is prepared containing 10 
per cant of formaldehyde. 
.UJhe iuirrpr 


maker selects his pjato of glass and, nftor 
polishing itdeftlyix*ithro«ge and chamois 
skin, wipes io perfectly dry and clean. 
Tbon a rapid miscuro is nmdo of two parts 
of the silver nitrato solution and one part of 
the formaldehyde solution, this mixture 
being poured e\enly ou tho gluss. 
From 


10 to 15 mmutca will bo required for thia 
application to bo completed, and thon tho 
plate may be washed with water nnd al- 
lowod to drj. 
In tho production of an 


ordinary mirror the dull upper side is 
treated to a coating of varnish, but if the 
silver side is tho olio to be used, as in op- 
tical instruments, .tho layer of silver is to 
bo polished with ftne rouge. The attempts 
to make mirrors of tin umnlgam, experts 
aay, have not yielded satisfactory results.
